SOUTHERN STATES 
TO BE LET ALONE 


No Decided Effort Likely To Reduce

But Chairman Hopkins Thinks That |

Hopkins Says That Ratio Will Prob- 
ably Be 198,000—Some 
States Will Lose.

Washington, November 20.—Representa- 
tive Hopkins. of Illinois chairman of the 
house committee on census, which com- 
mittee will have charge of the legislation 
affecting the apportionment of the house, 
today expressed the opinion that there 
would be no decided effort during the next 
session of congress to decrease the con- 
gressional representation of the southern 
states because of the disfranchisement of 
negroes. He said that in all probability 
the subject would be discussed, but he 
thought that upon the whole the com- 
mittea would favor the plan of basing 
representation upon the number of in- 
habltanty. 

Discussing the general subject ot re- 
apportionment Mr. Hopkins said: 

“The committee on census will meet 
during the first week of the session and 
will eo to work at once framing a bill 
providing for reapportionment. I think 
that a proposition will be adopted which 
Will increase the present membership of 
the house. It has been suggested that we 
authorize one member for every 198,000 
inhabitants.

Relief from Stamp Impost Will Be 
Granted as Far as Possible.

He Urges Committee To Abolish All 
the Taxes That Are 
Annoying. 


Washington, D. C., November 20.—The 
republican memorrs of the ways and 
means committee met today to consider a 
measure for the reduction of the war 
revenue tax. The nost important action 
taken was a iecision nct to remove the 
tax of ten cents a pound on tea. The 
committee will not take up or disturb 
the tariff on importa, as the members 
claim it would open up the whole subject 
of tariff revision, 

The committee will not grant any hear- 
irgs while framing the,bill, as full hear- 
ings were given during the last session 
of congress and since then briefs and 
statements of various interests have been 
received. Parties who ape interested, how- 
ever. can file oriefs or statements with 
the committee. 

Secretary Gage and Commissioner Wil- 
eon, of the internal revenue bureau, were 
before the committee for some time during 
the afternoon, The secretary told the com- 
mrittce that in his opirion there might 
be a reduction in revenues of $90,000,000. 
The war revenue act now raises about 
$100,000,000. Commissioner Wilson, went 
over the schedules with the members of 
the committee and both he and Secretary 
Gage were questioned as to where reduc- 
tons could be made to the best advan- 
tage, from the treasury viewpoint, 

A considerable part of the discussion 
Was confined to schedule B, which taxes 
medicinal and proprietary articles and 
preparations, perfumery, cosmetics, chew- 
ing gum, wines, etc. There was also a 
discussion of stamp taxes. The discussion 
indicated that the committee favored 
Quite a change in this feature of the ‘aw 
and reductiong wherever possible. The 
committee also desires to eliminate the 
taxes on conveyances, of which there has 
been a great deal of complaint. It can be 
stated that in a general way it will be 
the aim of the committee to abolish the 
most burdensome taxes and to grant re- 
a from stamp taxes ag far as posible. 

he committee late in the day called 
on the president to obtain his views 
on the proposed reduction. The commit- 
tee will meet again tomorrow. After 
there has been a general interchange of 
opinion on the proposed reduction, it is 
quite likely that a sub-committee wil) 
be appointed to draft a measure. It is 
not believed the bill can be prepared and 
ready for the full committee until the 
session begins. The measure, after it is

Meets at Macon, ~

THEY HAD A VERY BUSY DAY 


Committee Makes a Report, Which 
Was Adopted, Forming an In- 
terstate Amsciation—The 
Aiidresees Made Yeo- 


terday.

Macon, Ga., November 2.—(Special.)— 
The interstate convention of southern 
cotton growers, called by the Georgia 
Cotton Growers’ Protective Association, 
assembled today. The attendance waa 
disapointing. The only persone present 
from outside the state were four gentie- 
men from North Carolina. Instead of 
three sessions arranged for the day, only 
two were held. The principal addresses 
were by Hon. Hoke Smith, on “The Cot- 
ton Product;” by Mr. J. F. Dargan, of 
Atlanta, on the “Insurance of Cotton; 
Epecially Its Relation to the Grower,” 
and by Hon. J. Pope Brown, on “Cotton 
Problems.“ 

The convention was called to order by 
President Hat vie Jordan, of the Georgia 
association, „and he was subsequently 
made permanent chairman. Mr. Samuel 
Barron, of Jones county, was made per- 
manent secretary. 

An executive committee consisting of 
Messrs. Allison, Whittaker and Cameron, 
of North Carolina, re-enforced by Messrs. 
Smith, of Fulton county; Longley, of 
Troup; Campbell, of Jasper, and Peek, of 
Rotkdale, was appointed to make a report 
as to the organization of an interstate 
association. 

On motion of Judge Longley a corkmit- 
tee was appointed to report upon the 
advisabjlity of creating an office of sta- 
tistical reports by the state. This com- 
mittee was composed of Measrs. Longley, 
of Troup; Wray, of Jasper; Lawson, of 
Putnam; Cobb, of Sumter, and Jordan, of 
Jasper, but the committee subsequently 
reported that Judge Longley had conclud- 
ed to withdraw his proposition, and no 
action was taken. 

At the afternoon session the executive 
committee reported, through Mr. Hoke 
Smith, the recommendation that an inter- 
state association be organised by a com- 
mittee consisting of three members from 
each of the cotton growing states, these 
to adopt a constitution and by-laws, and 


convention be empowered to call this 
committee into session at some con- 
venient point and to arrange for the ap- 
pointment of the state representatives. 
The recommendations were adopted and 
in this way the interstate association will 
be brought into being. It was then agreed 
that when this committee, representing 
the states, shall be called into session the 
meeting place should be Atlanta. 

Mr. Hoke Smith, who was a member 
of the committee making the report, ex- 
plained that, being an Atlanta man, he 
had objected to a report by the commit- 
tee as to a meeting place, but said that 
the North Carolinians had favored At- 
lanta. Macon would, of course, remain 
as the headquarters of the state associa- 
tion. The North Carolinians had insisted 
that Atlanta was more convenient to 
them than Macon. 

The motion to make Atlanta the meet- 
ing point was made by Mr. Allison, of 
North Carolina. 

All the actual business done by the con- 
vention was embraced in the report of 
the executive committee. 

Commenting upon it, Mr. Jordan said 

that the whole purpose of today's conven- 
tion was accomplished in the adoption of 
the report. 
Mr. Smith's address was of an histori- 
cal and statistical character. He had de- 
voted himself to considerable research 
and traced the development of cotton into 
a great commercial staple, He brought 
out the fact, which was surprising to 
many of his ‘hearers, that India taised 
3,000,000 bales a year, but could not raise 
more, though the British government had 
made an effort to stimulate the culture. 
He also predicted that twenty-five years 
hence the world would be consuming 80. 
000,000 bales a year and that the south 
would continue in her supremacy as a 
cotton producer. On motion of Judge 
Lawson it was requested that the press 
of the state reprint Mr. Smith's speech. 

Mr. Dargan, of Atlanta, a cotten in- 
surance expert, masie a strong appeal for 
the warehousing of cotton under such 
safe conditions of warehouse construc- 
tion as would cause a reduction in the 
insurance rate and thereby lessen the 
charges put upon the grower. Hon. Pope 
Brewn reiterated very eloquently his well 
known views with regard to the necessity 
that farmers shoüld live at home and in- 
sisted that it was always cheaper for a 
farmer to raise his supplies at home than 
to buy them. He hoped to see the day 
when there should be no hay or poultry 
or cereals or cattle imported into Geor- 
gia and when every farmer should live 
off hia own land and buy all his imple- 
ments from manufacturing plants in the 
oit lea of Georgia. 

There were four representatives from 
Worth Carolina attending the convention— 
Mr. B. Cameron, F. A. Whittaker and 
John P. Allison and Commissioner of Agri- 
culture Patterson. The last named gen- 
tleman, in addressing the convention in- 
formally, took occasion to commend in 
the highest terme the orgia cotton 
growers for inaugurating the movement 
looking to the protection of cotton grow- 
ers everywhere. He ineisted that cotton 
was worth today at least 10 cents. and 
that within a week it would go highe- in 
the market. He urged that a system for 
the more accurate collection of statistics 
should be arranged so that the Neills

Was One of the Foremost Lawyers of 


New Telephone Franchise. 


Huntsville, Ala.. November ”.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Judge Robert Coman Brickell. 
ex-chief justice of the Alabama supreme 
court, author of ‘‘Brickell’s Digest,“ and 
one of the most foremast lawyers of his 
day, died tonight at 8 o'clock at his home 
on Franklin street, in this city. His 
death was the resuit of a long Uness, 
and was no surprise to his friends 
throughout the atate. He had been in 
declining health several years, but bore 
up bravely until a month ago, when he 
was compelled to take to his bed. Since 
then his immediate relatives and intimate 
friends have realized that his death was 
only a matter of time. 

Judge Brickell was born in Hunts- 
ville in lad, and was 7% years old. He 
Was reared in Limestone county, where 
he studied law under Judge Coleman. He 
began his labors in hig tather's printing 
ofice, earning Money to carry on his edu- 
cation; removing to Huntsviile in 18 he 
formed a partnership with General Le- 
rov Pope Walker, later secretary of 
atate of the Confederate States. He was 
once appointed to the legimature by Gov- 
ernor Lewis. In 1874 he was nominated 
by the democrats and acted chief justice 
oF the supreme court. After serving ten 
years he resigned and resumed his prac- 
tice here. On the death of Judge George 
W. Stone, in 18M, Governor Tnomas G. 
Jones appointed Judge Brickell chief 
justice, which office he held until 1888. 
Judge Brickell had been practicing law 
with his son, Robert Brickell, Jr., dur- 
ing the 33. two years.

Augusta, Ga., November 2.—(Special.)— 
The consolidation of the votes in the five 
wards tonight shows that Mr. Jacob Phin- 
r carried the white primary election 

over his antagonist, Mr. L. C. Hayne, 
by a little more than two to one. The 
closest vote was in the first ward, where 
Mr. Hayne lives, and where Phinisy led 
by exactly 100—Phinizy 426, Hayne 326. In 
the fourth and fifth wards, the factory 
section of the city, where it was expect- 
ed by the Hayne party that Phinizy 
would be defeated, he got two for one 
in the fifth and nearly three for one in the 
fourth. The total vote was as follows: 
Phinizy. 3.028; Hayne, 1. K. 

In each ward the councilman running 
on the Phinizy ticket also defeated the 
Hayne councilman as follows: W. I.. 
Platt defeated W. A. Ridge; William 
Royle defeated Wilbur Boswell: William 
A. Latimer defeated J. F. Cooney; R. B. 
Pollock defeated Otis Florence; B. F. 
Matheney defeated Rigdon Heath. 

The mayor's salary is $.000 a year and 
the term is three years. It is safe to 
say that it would take the full term to 
recoup Mr. Hayne for his outlay in the 
losing fight, while it is a question wheth- 
er two or three terms would come nearer 
the cost of the office of Mr. Phinizy. Like 
the United States senate, the mayor's of- 
fice in Augusta is fast becoming one to 
which none but a rich man need aspire. 
For many years Augusta elections have 
deen notorious for the open purchasing 
of negro votes, and .here was such an 
outcry after the Walsh-Kerr-Dunbar 
race, that the white primary, system was 
adopted to eliminate the purchaseable 
vote. The only effect scems to have been 
to have raised the price paid. Under ne- 
gro regime, votes could be bought for 
liquor and cigars, and perhaps a barbe- 
cue in the bullpen over night, and when 
the contest was hot, .:ey sometimes went 
to W. but in the white primary the price 
has gone up to $10 and some votes today 
cost $15. In addition to the actual cash 
for tue vote, is the payroll for weeks in 
dvance of the elec.uon of ward workers 
who go among the voters and arrange for 
the purchase on election day. , 

After it was found that the white pri- 
mary did not ell nate buying votes, it 
was thought a secret ballot would stop 
it, because a candidate would not pay for 
votes that he could not be sure would be 
delivered. Much of the Hayne expecta- 
tions were based upon this theory, he 
being assured by the purchaseable ele- 
ment that they would take Phinizy’s 
money and when they got in the secret 
booth would vote for Hayne; but either 
the secret ballot Was a flasco, or some 
means were adopted to insure the deliv- 
ery of the goods, for Mr. Phinizy cer- 
tainly got the votes.

Lord Rosebery’s Dream. 
When Lord Rosebery, in his address 
before the University of Glasgow, de- 
parted from the practical world to in- 
dulge in a day dream of “what might 
have been,” he must have astound d 
the hard-headed Scots who listene 1 to 
him, and who are too much engaged 
with whatever may be in hand to 
give themselves trouble about things 
aerial. The noble Jord imagined 
the solemn procession of the English 
monarchy acrcss the ocean in order to 
settle itself in tho midst of the greater 
English-speaking people now settled 
upon the American continent. If a 
narrow-minded fool had not had 
charge of the budget, if Mr. Pitt had 
remained where he could have done 
the most good, if King George III, with 
all due respect to his relative who now 
sits upon the Erglish throne> had not 
been a lunatic. if the colonists had 
been content to receive the establish- 
ment of church and aristocracy, we 
might now have had a mighty English 
nation, with parliament holding its 
session in some American town. It is 
the “if” which furnishes the turning 
point to history, and gives us some- 
thing to write about. 

Briefly summarized, if England had 
not made mistakes, she might have 
been greater, and aoe of to- 
day feels that she has Wutgrown that 
possibility. 

There are two points which Lord 
Rosebery might do well to keep in 
mind. The first is that English suprem- 
acy in the thirteen colonies would have 
dwarfed their growth and importance, 
as may be seen in the case of Canada. 
It would have established European 
control upon this continent, perpetuat- 
ing French possession of the trans- 
Mississippi, and Spanish possession of 
the south. The growth which resulted 
to the thirteen colonies from their in- 
dependence, and which has given us the 
country as it now exists, would never 
have been dreamt of. We would 
have been straggling English, French, 
Spanish and even Russian : colonies. 
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ment to which those tired of old world 
systema could give allegiance. It car- 
ried with it independence from a so- 
cial code as cruel and repressive as 
that of one-man government. Before. 
this new government the French were 
Willing to make an amicable retreat 
from the west. Through its influence 
and example the Spanish-American 
communities were encouraged to throw 
off the mother country. By war the 
American government reached down to 
the Rio Grande and across to the Pa- 
cific. The sturdy German millions 
were made willing to people the great 
west. These things would have been 
impossible under English connection. 
and therefore the vision of Lord Rose- 
bery would have remained a dream.

“southern freight claselfication No. 28. 
promulgated by the Southeastern Tariff 
Association, with headquarters at Atlan- 
ta, was in general use on the railieads 
in the southern territory. Generally 
speaking, the freight rates which obtaln- 
ed under clagrsification 25 were re- 
garded as reasonable and satisfactory by 
buth southern shippers and the railroad 
commissions of the southern states, 
These rates had the further merit of 
having been long enough in general use 
ta de well understood by the shipping 
public. 

On February 1, 190, classification W was 
superseded by classification . issued by 
the classification conimittee of the South- 
eustern Tariff Association, P. J. McGov- 
ern, of Atianta, chairman, Classification 
26 was found to have raised very con- 
siderably the freight rates on most arti- 
cles of southern’ shipment. Upon many 
items the new rates were found to be 
practically prohibitory when less than car 
lced lots were shipped, and against the 
changes there arove vigorous and repeat- 
ec. proteats, rot only from southern ship- 
pers. but also from commercial or- 
gunizations of cities in the north, east and 
middle west, which do 1 heavy business 
with the south. : 

In the hope of quelling this outcry the 
transportation companies, through Mr. 
McGovern s committee, issued on June 1. 
1200, an amended classification, known as 
„southern classification No. .“ No. 2 
proved to be a very slight change from 
No. B. and no more satisfactory to ship- 
pers and others interested. Protests con- 
tinved quite as strong and as numerous. 

At this stage of the strife between car- 
tiers and shippers the railroad commis- 
slons of the several southern states took 
ar important step with a view to settling 
the difficulty.

While all of the measures discussed an 
determined upon by this committee are 
of profound importance, it was emphati- 
cally stated and in fact reiterated that 
the exiatine condition of freight clasalfi- 
cations in the south might be termed the 
paramount issue, and so great had been 
the Injury done by the violent changes 
made in the seuthern classification that 
the railroad commissiuncrs present deem- 
ed the matter of such exceeding impor- 
tance that they adopted a strong resolu- 
tion presented bu special commiltee 
consisting of Hon H. E. Day, of Florida, 
chairman; Hon. J. ©. Kincannon, of Mis- 
sissippl, and Hon. R. N. Sin:s, of Louisia- 
na, which read as follows: 

“Your committee respectfully reports 
that until a permanent organization is 
formed, it will be impossible to arrive 
at a correst basis for settling the matter 
of uniform classification, and we there- 
fore recommend that the commisioners 
of the several states in this territory ad- 
vise and request the commissions of their 
respective states to join in the adoption 
of southeastern classification No. 25, in ef- 
fect on October 1, 1899, as the official 
classification of their states or commis- 
sions, to be used as such until such time 
as the committee on classification the 
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permanent organization can or does Pee 
ommend a classification acceptabie te tus 
association. We recommend that the 
commissioners joining in this organisa.

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The medical doctors and the osteopaths 
had another meeting before the general 
judiciary committe of the senate yes 
terday afternoon. For the second time 
the committee met to hear the arguments 
for and against the osteopathy bill, The 
committee room was filled with physi- 
clans and others interested in the fight, 
and those who came out of curiosity. 

It was toward the end of the meeting 
that consklerable feeling was manifested. 
Dr. Hardin was telling of a patient of 
his whom he stated came to him with 
the statement that he had been sent by 
Dr. Orme. Dr. Orme, who had left the 
room, came back at the mention of his 
name, and when he heard Dr. Hardin re- 
peat that the patient said Dr. Orme had 
gent him, his face flushed up ami he re- 
marked with determination in his voice: 

„never sent Dr. Hardin a patient in 
my life and there la no truth in that atate- 
ment.“ 

Dr. Hardin replied that he was only 
repeating not only what the patient had 
anid, but also a lady who came with him, 
Dr. Orme repiled that he did not want 
ta question the word of a lady, but that 
he did not belleve that she had sal any 
such thing, and he warned the commits 
tee to be careful about believing what 
Hardin told, 

Later on in the mecting Dr. Hardin, in 
referring to certain of his patients here 
in the city, stated that one of them whom 
Dr. Raird had treated for ten years and 
falicd ignominiously with, he wat now 
treating and the patient was getting on 
finely. While Dr. Hardin paused Dr. Baird 
remarked: 

“The only answer to that is, that it fs 
absolutely false.“ 

All throurh the meeting the feeling dis- 
played was at fever beat, and there were 
several very bitter passages between the 
two sides holding different opinions over 
the same matter. 

The physicians who spoke before the 
committee against osteopathy were Drs. 
Raird, Orme, Duval, Cooper, Hurt, Mc- 
Rae and Clarke. 

The main argument the doctors used in 
opposing the bill is that it directly and 
indirectly nullines the present médical 
law and throws open the gates for all 
kinds of quacks and fakirs. They claim 
that as no one knows what osteopathy 1s. 
one might practice an¥thing under that 
name if there were a law allowing it to 
de practiceri in the state. They say that 
every state in the union has a medical | 
law similar to the present Georgia law. Keep Your Eye on Cedartown. 
and that they do not want it enlarged 
or altered, icclaring it would lower the 
standard of the medical profession. In 
addition to these arguments they ridi- 
cule the idea of osteopathy, and while 
they admit that cures have probably been 
made by !t they say that the danger lies 
in the things that it cannot cure. 

At the close of the argument made by 
the phvsfcians they all left the room and 
the members of the committee were pre- 
paring to leave when Dr. Hardin asked 
if he would not be allowed the prévilege 
of making the closing remarks. There 
was a disposition on the part of some 
of the committeemen not to hear more 
talk or if any at all to cut it short. Senae 
ter Allen, however. moved that Dir. 
Hardin be given an hour if he wanted it. 
Another motion was made for ten min- 
utes and one for fifteen. The motion for 
fifteen minutes prevailed, but Dr. Hardin 
was finally allowed all the time that he 
wanted.

The gentloman who asked the question 
was at the Kimball, and when he saw 
that he had caught the attention of the 
loungers, Ed Calloway included, he con- 
tinued: :

“I don't doubt that New York is wick- 
ed, but 1 don't believe it is quite the 
Sodom that some of the papers would 
have. us believe. There is evil every- 
where, and it has been here ever since 
the creation, I suppose, though I can't re- 
member quite that far back. It will be 
here, too, when this old world prepares 
to go out of business. 

“The queer thing to me about this re- 
form business is the fact that the cru- 
sades seem to come in cycles, They will 
raise a great outcry in New York against 
Vice and the movement will spread to 
other cithes—It has struck Chicago äl- 
ready. After a while it will be announced 
that the moral atmosphere is pure and 
that vice has been killed. Things will 
rock along for a few years and then an- 
other ery will go up about. vice and 
the same old crusade is begun again. 

“The trouble about it is that vice don't 
seem to stay dead. The crusaders whack 
it over the head and drive it out of the 
Way corners, but after a while it comes 
up smiling and doing business at the old 
stand. It seems to have more lives than 
the proverbial cat, 

“That is the way it will be in New York 
and the other efties, There will be a great 
hue and ery and many arfests, and then 
things will revert to the old status. This 
old world is mighty hard to keep straight. 
You may think vou have it braced up, 
but the first thing you know It's off on

Atlants Newspaper Man His Res. 
cuer Last August. 


TAKEN FROM AN INSANE ASYLUM 


Hoyt Was the Author of Many Suc- 
cessful Farces—In III Health 
for Some Time, 


Charles H. Hoyt, one of the most suc- 
cessful writers of farce comedy this 
country has produced in recent years, 
died last night at his home in Charles- 
town, N. H. Mr. Hoyt has never been in 
good health since the death of his wife, 
Caroline Miskell Hoyt. 

He was the center of a sensational ad- 
venture early in August, in which an At- 
lanta newspaper man played a prominent 
part. 

George II. Dickinson, at that time gen- 
eral manager of an afternoon newspaper 
in Atlanta, and an old friend of Mr. 
Hoyt's, went to the latter's rescue when 
he had been sent to a private hospital 
for the insane near Hartford, Conn. 

Mr. Hoyt, through long and severe IIl- 
ness, was in no fit condition of mind or 
body to take care of his interests. Al! 
of his friends seemed to have deserted 
him. | 

When it was learned that the play- 
wright had been sent to an insane asy- 
lum, Mr. Dickinson suspected that some- 
thing was wrong. He did not belleve 
that his friend was insane. Without tell- 
ing any one of his Intentions, he at once 
left for Hartford. Arriving there he at 
once took such vigorous and decided 
measures aan resulted in the immediate 
release of Mr. Hoyt. 

The story created a tremendous sensa- 
tion throughout the country. The Con- 
atitution was the first paper in Atlanta 
to print the facts. After Mr. Hoyt re- 
turned to his home in Charlestown he 
steadily lost strength, until the end came 
last night. , 

Mr. Hoyt was the author of "A Brass 
Monkey,” “A Temperance Town,” “A 
Milk White Flag.” 4 Contented Wo- 
man,’ “A Night Off,“ A Texas Steer.“ 
“A Trip to Chinatown,” and several other 
successful farces, 

Following is a dispatch recetved last 
night telling of his death: 

Charlestown, N. II., November 20.— 
Charles Hi. Hoyt, the well-known play- 
wright, died at his residence here at 7:15 
o'clock tonight of paresis, from which 
he had been suffering for several months 
past. Ever since his return to Charles- 
town, after his release from a private 
asylum in Hartford by order of the court, 
early in August, it had been known by 
his attendants and nearest friends that 
his condition was serious, and that there 
was little or no-chance for his recovery, 
but Mr. Hoyt apparently had seemed 
hopeful of ultimate recovery. 

Previouy to two weeks ago there ap- 
peared tos be a slight improvement in his 
condition,| although he had periods of de- 
pression. |About two weeks ago his appe- 
tite fuiled| and he had a bud turn, from 
which he only partially recovered. Since 
that time he had been unable to take any 
except liquid nourishment, but continued 
to be up and around his room until yes- 
terday. He steadily lost strength, and 
this morning he suffered a relapse and 
became unconsctous, in which condition 
he rematned until death came this even- 
ing. 

Mr. Hoyt had no relatives here and 
during his sickness had been attended by 
Doctors Brooks, of Charleston, and Bill- 
ings, of Concord, (Wo trained nurses and

Chicago, November 20.—Local speculators 
showed renewed interest in all the grain and 
provision markets today and ¢Cairly good ad- 
vances were recorded in all cc: mmadities in 
consequence of the improved demand. Low 
contract stocka were still a factor in corn 
Wheat closed Munde higher. Corn was Se 
higher for November and de higher for 
December at the close, (ats advanced a shade 
and provisions closed from 2'4 to lade higher 

Wheat showed some tndications of Weak- 
non around the opening. Liverpool wast 
weak and lower, and thia fact, although ex- 
pected after yesterday's decline here, caused 
enough ine presaure on a market almost 
bate of buyers to send prices down ellahtly. 
Bhortly after the opening the littl buying flur- 
ry wont the peice upward in a hurry, Decem- 
ber opened a shade lower at 7O4%070%Ke° and 
advanced to 7O'yt 70% on thie demand, the 
market in a ehort time having a sold-out ap- 
pearance, The fact that primary receipts 
Were rather amall had some influence in this 
buying. A period of depreseion followed, 
during which a new season's low record was 
made, December declining to 70. Brad- 
atreet’s report on the visible supply, showing 
an increase of 1,000,000 bushels, started the 
liguidation and the weak spot was taken ad- 
Vantage of by professional bears to try to 
force out stop orders. But the reaction came 
quickly after Oc had been reached. A local 
demand, which grew quite heavy as the ses- 
sion drew to a close, absorbed all wheat of- 
fered and from 70c the market rose steadily 
to ie. The close was firm at 70071. 
Northwest receipts were 485 cars, against 
540 last week and 1.225 a year ago. Chicago 
receipts wer 189 cars, 6 of contract grade. 
Total primary receipts were 663.000 bushels. 
Seaboard clearances of wheat and flour 
amounted to 425.000 bushels. 

Corn was irregular—active at times but with 
many dull periods. The market opened strong 
and higher, chiefly on good cables. Country 
offerings were small, and this and the small 
contract stocks were moving factors. Later 
in the session offerings became more liberal 
and a part of the advance was lost. Re- 
ceipts were 878 cars. November closed at 
4i\c, an advance of %c. It sold for a time 
at 42'.c. December rang?! fron 38%@35'ic 
and closed 4@Xc higher at 35%c. 

Cets were dull and t@ading without feature. 
Receipts were 244 cars. December ranged 
from 21%@22@21%c and closed a shade high- 
er at 21 ec. 

Provisions were weak early and strong late 
in the session. Heavy hog receipts caused 
some shading of prices at the start, but later 
the corn strength and an improved cash de- 
mand caused a good advance, with pork 
showing the best strength. Shorts were good 
buyers. At the close January pork was |2%c 
higher at $11.75; January lard 2%@5c higher 
at $6.87%@6.90, and January ribs 85@7%c 
higher at 86.3066.

Inspector Frank Pittman Issues Per- 
mit for $25,000 Structure on 
Alabama Street. 

Building Inspector Frank Pittman 18

The managers 
claim that if the law pased it would, pre- 
vent men from taking out policies, as 
they would not care to pay the tax. In 
this way the companies would be affected. 
For that reason they will join with the 
policy holders in fighting the measure.

conditions are imposed on life insurance 
companies in Georgia than in other states 
and they are not disposed to allow ad- 
ditional burdens to be laid, if they can 
help it.

ALDRED WILL BE TRIED. 


Former Captain of Zouaves; Request 
Refused by Gov- 
ernor. 

The action of Governor Candler on yes- 
terday in refusing to grant a court of in- 
quiry in the case of Captain Aldred, of 
the Atlanta Zouaves, against whom mill- 
tary charges have been preferred, means 
that the officer is to be brought shortly 
before a courtmartial for trial.
